The city controller’s office has de- 
cided that it has about exhausted its 
corporate fund, and has quietly 
planned to borrow $12,000,000 from the 
city’s surplus funds without deposit- 
ing legal security therefor. The 


other current expenses. The cash 
available for these purposes, it is re- 
ported, will be exhausted by Oct. 1. 

An ordinance to give the semblance 
of approval for the borrowing, which 
the city’s legal experts assert is with- 
out warrant of law, has been prepared 
and is to be presented to the city 
council for passage on Wednesday. 
The published recital of these facts 
may force the presentation of the 
proposed ordinance to the council 
finance committee on Tuesday, and 
make the details of the scheme avail- 
able to the public. 

Available Taxes All Spent. 

The embarrassment of the corporate 
fund arises because the city has spent 
all the taxes available for this pur- 
pose and in addition has borrowed 
and spent all of the money the law 
permits on tax anticipation warrants. 
The city will soon be without funds to 
meet expenditures which were author- 
ized in the annual apereyriaiien ordi- 
nance, 

The $12,000,000 shortage of cash in 
the corporate fund results in the face 


exclusive of schools, lévied $11,314,000 
more in taxes for collection this year 
than last. Of course not alb the 
amount levied has been collected. 

About 7,000 property owners, alleged 
to represent approximately 50,000 par- 
cels of real estate, believe their taxes 
are s0 outrageously high that they 
have appealed to the county court to 
restrain County Treasurer Harding 
from collecting them. The exact 
amount involved in these tax suits 
has not been officially tabulated and 
made public, but the highest estimate 
has been under $3,000,000. On that 
basis the pending tax suits are not 
responsible for the major part of the 
$12,000,000 loan request.

The shortage of cash for current 
corporate expenditures is due in large 
part to excessive appropriations.

It was about twenty-four months- ago 
that Lombardo quarreled with “the 
Aiello brothers, a well known quintet 
of gangsters. That split created two 
forces which have been fighting a bat- 
tle of extermination. This conclusion 
has been reached after an inquiry into 
affairs in “ Little Sicily.” 

The battle, moving slowly at first, 
gained impetus until about Aug. 1 of 
this year, when it whirled to a vortex 
which has drawn hundreds of poor 
and helpless, fearful and often. unwil- 
ling adherents of one side or the others, 
into its clutch. 

Principal Battle Ground. 

The north side Sicilian colony 
called “ Little Sicily,” bounded by Di- 
vision street on the north, Chicago 
avenue on the south, Sedgwick street 
on the east, and Larrabee street on 
the west, has been one of the numer- 
ous battle grounds stretching away to 
New York and elsewhere, “ Little 
Sicily " has been, perhaps, the princi- 
pal battle ground. 

Only a few short blocks either way 
from the centér, this colony, but a 
city within a city, a district of thou- 
sands, mainly living in ramshackle, 
tumbledown tenements—is one of the 
richest founts of production in the 
United States in the great national 
American game of prohibition alcohol. 

Once, years ago, this district was 
one of Swedish and Norwegian and 
German immigrants. These built 
their homes and their churches there 
and lived there until the city pressed 
too close around them and then they 
moved away. 

Sicilians Crowd In. 

The Sicilians followed and in a few 
years had established themselves in 
one solid community, They had their 
feuds which they brought with them 
from the south of Italy; but in the 
main they drank their red wine and 
made music and sang and danced in 
happiness and in peace. 

Then came prohibition and atilis 
and moonshine and gangsters and 
shotguns and machine guns and the 
transformation began. 

Almost every man Decame a poten- 
tial alcohol cooker, almost every home 
a potential cookery. Literally hun- 

dreds did become cookers, distillers of 
all units in a powerful 
combination producing illicit liquor, 
which flooded the city and country 
and brought fortunes to the masters 
in the game. 

“To these poor people it was their 
El Dorado,” did one prominent and 
respectable Italian, who still lives in 
the district, yesterday. “They found 
they could make more money out of 
cocking alcohol and moonshine than 
they had ever dreamed of having. 
Naturally the gang chiefs found them 
ready to hand.”

The statement charged that four 
bishops who headed the recent dry 
conference at Asheville, N. C., are at- 
tempting to “ promote the election of 
Herbert Hoover,” and said that “to 
this end the church organization as 
such is being actively used as far as 
lies in the power of those bishops to 
fix the political policy of our church.” 

The statement declared that bishops 
heading “one branch of the church 
are attempting to exert political influ- 
ence on the presiding elders and the 
rank and file of the ministers of the 
gospel, and through them on the lay 
membership of the church.” 

It quoted at length from various 
declarations of bishops of the church 
from its early days to the present 
time, in which the separation ‘of 
church and state is preached through- 


out.

BRITAIN MOVES 
150 TON GUNS TO

Do you need a guide for pheasant 
hunting in South Dakota? Do you 
need a dog? Is it difficult to get 
permission to hunt on farmers’ land? 
These are just a few of the many 
questions which many middle western 
hunters are confronted with as 
autumn slips along toward the Octo- 
ber pheasant geason in South Dakota. 
Without doubt this state has more 
ring necks per square inch than any 
other state in the Mississippi valley, 
and thousands of hunters [including 
many hundreds from nearby states)

Here is the latest dope from South 
Dakota on hunting conditions and lo- 
calities.

Lake, Miner, and Sanborn counties 
are good, but along VU.

Brook- 
ings county, fair. Then Kingsbury 
and Beedle. These are big counties 
with lots of birds. Above these are 
Clark and Spink counties. Spink is 
the original pheasant section of South 
Dakota, and this county with Beedle, 
Clark, and Kingsbury “ have about a 
dozen bunches of ring necks to each 
quarter section.”

Chicago, Sept. 5.— There is great 
need for a good east and west road 
along about North avenue.

Chevrolet Reaches Million. 


The Chevrolet plant entered Septem- 
ber with production at the fourteen 
factories running at a record break- 
ing rate for thie time of year. ‘The 
millionth car will roll off the assem- 
bly line about the 10th of the month. 
The schedule at the beginning of the 
year called for one million cars be 
fore Jan. 1, so a new high yearly rec- 
ord is already assured. 

Out at the Buick plant in Fint 
an output of 1,300 cars per day will 
have to be maintained indefinitely to 
keep pace with the demands for the 
new line of cars being received from 
all parts of the country. It is no un- 
common sight to see «ix trainloads of 
cars being shipped from this plant in 
one day, together with driveaways to- 
taling 200 or 300 cars. 

Detroit Remains Dominant. 

Automobile plants within a radius 
of 250 miles of Detroit build 94 per 
cent of the motor vehicles made in 
this country. The United States bulids 
81 per cent of the world’s motor cars, 
and for the last three years the in- 
dustry has produced more than three 
million cars annually, During the last 
half of 1927 American manufacturers 
exported 221,941 automobiles. Indus- 
trial leaders believe that the last half 
of this year will equal the correspond- 
ing period of 1927 which would bring 
the year’s total to 460,000 units.

Speed in the actual process of build- 
ing roads is now expected, according 
to E. E. Duffy of the Portland Cement 
association. Road builders can easily 
construct a concrete highway from 
five to ten times as fast as they could 
fifteen years ago, he says, but un- 
fortunately, a study shows that much 
of the possible benefit of this rapid 
building is lost through delays and in- 
action on the part of citizens and 
their legislative representatives. | 
“Short sighted policies in road 
building,” he says, “ have been costly 
to many states in the past,‘and neglect 
of the road problem is right now per- 


mitting vast numbers of good round | 
road building dollars to escape through 
that hole in the sack—the bad road. 
“In the thoroughly modern road 
building program adopted a short time 
ago in North Carolina, one important 
item was slashed that other states 
are still somewhat ynconsciously com- 
bating.

HEAT? A WORD OF 
TWO ON SUBJECT 


Cost Not So High as Might 


Be Expected. 


BY HOMER GRANT. 
The question of what type of fuel 


been complicated in the last few years 


signed systems for the burning of oil 
or gas in place of coai. 
Both of these fuel types have made 
rapid strides in popularity. While 
both represent larger’ original invest- 
ment and, in the majority of cases, 
a little higher heating overhead they 
| possess such distinct advantages that 
in the minds of ny people their 
economical consideration is entirely 
offset. 
Today, we shall discuss the advan- 
es of oil heat in the home and the 
ous ways in which a home owner 
can go about solving the problem of 
which oil heat to install. The ques- 
tion of gas heat is a subject in itself 
and will be treated in a later article. 


As to Cost, 


The first question usually asked by 
any one interested in ojl heat is “ how 
does its cost compare with coal?” ° 

Under cost come two factops: orig- 
inal cost and heating cost the winter 
months. 

The original cost of oil heating 
equipment, burner tanks and installa- 
tions, varies from around $400 to 
$1,200 or more, depending on type of 
heater, automatic features, size of 
| storage tanks and local conditions, 

Most of the oil heating equipment 
now in service is installed in heating 
plants that were originally designed 
for coal, although now both boilers 

nd warm air furnaces specially de- 
signed for oll heating equipment are 
being manufactured. However, unless, 
the home owner is building a new 
house or replacing a worn out heating 
plant, he can consider placing the 
oil burner in the existing boiler. 

As for upkeep costs, it must be com 
sidered that there are-other coal costs, 
such as ash removal, wear and tear 
on inside and outside of house, wages 
of furnace men, not to mention the 
amount of labor spent by different 
members of the family. The entire 
fuel bill is seldom covered each year 
by the check written for the number 
of tons of coa] delivered. 

Some Families Save. 


In the actual cost of upkeep by oil 
there are individual cases in every 
community where the family find they 
spend actually less money for oil than 
they did for coal. The careful watch- 
ing of the thermostat to see that it 
works correctly is responsible for a 
lowered oi] bill. The house is never 
allowed to get overheated and then 
underheated and oil waste is reduced 
to a minimum. 

Then, too, the efficiency of the heat- 
ing plant must be considered, the con- 
struction of the house—and very im- 
portant indeed—the correct installa- 
tion of the oi] heating equipment. 

For after all no heater is better 
than the skill of the man who in- 
stalls it. 

Oil heaters today of the standard 
types, burning good grades of oil, 
are fire safe. 

Makes Little Noise. 


As for comfort and dependability, 
of] heat has now reaehed such an im- 
proved stage that a properly installed 
heater makes little more sound than 
an electric fan and can be depended 
upon to start its work at any desired 
hour, no matter! how cold thé morn- 
ing, and to continue automatically 
as far into the night as the home 
owners wish.

Then a treatment my author- 
ity recommends is to take a cup of 
boiling water, add a pinch of salt, 
dip cotton pads in the water and 
lay them on the eyes as hot as you 
can stand them, This is best used be- 
fore the eye cream and massage. 

From Mme. Rubenstein I learn of 
an eye makeup, which she says givés 
a wonderful warmth to eyes and 
makes them seem bigger, and which 
is becoming to almost every color of 
eye. First you put blue eye paste on 
the lid, then put a gray over it very 
thinly. She says when the sunshine 
strikes an Algerian eye so made up 
the effect is superb. There’s a lovely 
silvery sheen to it.

Than Repay the 
Hostess Who Gives 
a Pienic.

EVERAL requests for details 
about giving a beach party have 
come in lately, as weli as com- 
plaints and disappointments 
about those attended. 


The late summer and early autumn 
are the ideal seasons for beach 

since they should be built about a 
fire as day is built about the sun. 
Camp fire games and camp fire food 
are too hot in the middle of summer 
and the beaches are apt to be too 
crowded with mere swimmers to lend 
themselves to the ‘way off, lonely 
feeling that they should give to the 
group about the fire. 


A beach that is far away from the 
city—at least far enough to give the 
illusion of leaving the city behind, is 
the first requisite. Next, there must 
ype a fire, preferably of driftwood. 
The group should be rather small, not 
to exceed eight, because that is just 
two comfortable cars full, and it is 
just enough to make the conversa- 
tion general and the event informal. 
Practically, it is better *to have a 
small number because the camp fire 
cooking for more than eight is too 
difficult to time. 

Next, choose your people carefully. 
Leave out the sluggards who will not 
do their share of the work; leave out 
the ‘“‘twosers” who Must go off in 
a corner; leave out the squeamish 
who hate sand between the toes, and 
leave out the dressy, male and fe- 
male, who would rather miss the 
joys of nature than get wrinkles in 
the clothes. 


Plan to Arrive About Six. 
Arrive at the destination about six 
o'clock, daylight saving time, so that 
there will be two good hours before 
dark, and have dinner while it is still 
light. First of all, get the things 
ready to make the fire, then build it 


7 or’7:15 and the hour in the air 
before dinner will give you an ap- 
petite. 
For the menu much can be done at 
home to make the camp fire cooking 
easier. For instance, if you have corn 
and potatoes to roast, don’t just stop 
at a store and get them on the way 
to the beach, as one of my corre- 
spondents complains, but get them 
from your own market and wash 
them at home so they will be all teady 
to cook. Washing vegetables at a 
beach is not only inconvenient, but 
positively dangerous. 
Baked beans, made at home the day 
before, and the bean pot put into a 
hole and warmed with embers, is also 
a delicious addition to th. beach party 
mefu and it is one that is simple to 
cook. Another delicious dish is created 
thus: Have some hot stones, that is, 
gather some flat stones on the beach or 
bring a few bricks with you, clean them 
off carefully, place them in the heart 
of the fire until they are almost red 
hot, and then take them out with a 
stick. [The most expert camp fire 
chef I know always has a poker 
handy.) After the stones have been 
wiped off with a greased paper, place 
T-bone steaks or small filets on them 
to cook. The process takes only a 
few minutes and the flavor is unique. 
Salads, of Course. 
Salads, of course, you must have— 
potato salad, particularly. This should 
be made at home. and @macked in a 
mason jar and that in turn packed 
in a bucket with ice and with the 
other cold things, such as fruit salad, 
or ice cream.

ENTURIES ago the art of lac 

quering furniture reached a 

high stage of perfection in the 

Orient. In museums and art 
@alleries rare specimens are now ex- 
hibited for our study and delight. We 
cannot hope, of course, in our ama- 
teur way, to copy any of these works 
of master craftsmen. However, the 
art of lacquering furniture has been 
revived in such degree that barely a 
home is complete unless it boasts at 
least one piece of this type. 
That does not necessarily imply 
great expense. Products are now on 
the market which make it possible, 
with little time and leas money, to 
transform marred and timeworn fur- 
niture into that which not only looks 
new, but is artistic as well, fitting in 
exactly with modern schemes of deoc- 
oration. In addition to this conversion 
of the old, there are all manner of 
unfinished pieces which may be col- 
ored and decorated according to indi- 
vidual ideas. 
It is not necessary that one have 
any experience along this line, in 
order to produce a pleasing set of 
furniture. Those who are timid about 
taking such a venture would do well 
to experiment on some odd piece, such 
as a nest of tables, a footstool, mag- 
azine stand or set of hanging shelves. 
Lacquer may be applied to any new 
wood, or to an old painted or var- 
nished piece that is dry and in good 
condition. On unfinished wood it is 
best to use a wood filler (which may 
be bought prepared at any supply 
house) before applying the lacquer. 
This filler is brushed and rubbed on 
the excess being wiped off, to pre 
vent the lacquer from soaking into 
the grain of the wood. '

The Sweet Apple. 

Fruit dealers often call an apple 
sweet that has no right to be so called, 
but no one who has eaten sweet ap- 
ples from the tree or, better, from 
under the tree, could make a mistake 
as to what this sort of apple is, and 
no one who has eaten a sweet apple 
baked could ever make a mistake be- 
tween this and a sour apple baked.

3 Apple Paste. .

best, aromatically, piquantly and 
soundly, is undoubtedly the time to 
make this paste which, though it is-a 
‘form’ of dried apple, may be as palat- 
able as candy—in fact, rank as such 
as do dried cherries and dried black- 
berries. 

Any apple that will make a good

To 
start with make an apple puree and a 
rather dry one preferably before it is 
dried at all.

‘to Lead World 
with Tal kies 


Chance Seen to Exploit 
Oxford Accent. 


ONDON.—(4)—Talking pictures 
are welcomed here as a heaven- 
sent boon to the British film in- 
dustry. English diction is the 
best in the world, say producers and 
film stars, and England therefore ex- 
pects to lead the world on the talking 
screen. 
Public eonfidence in British suprem- 
acy in the new development was re- 
cently evidenced when the first Brit- 
ish talking picture company to be 
publicly floated was oversubscribed 
twenty-seven times. 
This firm, which is exploiting the 
invention of a hitherto unknown Bris- 
tol engineer, offered 100,000 shares to 
the public, and there were applica- 
tions for 6,000,000 shares. Meanwhile 
nine different systems incorporating 
the human voice and other sound 
with metion pictures have sprung up 
in England. 


Harry Lauder Enthused. 
\Brifish film artists foresee a great 
impetus to their changes, not only “in 
England but in Amefica, where an 
increased importation of British talent 
to Hollywood is looked for. When 
voice and diction must be considered, 
artists with a good English accent are 
presumed to have a tremendous ad- 
vantage over American stars, .

Radio Stations 
| for Each Zone 


\Four of 5 Commissioners 
Sign Report. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—Signed 
by four of the five radio commission- 
ers, Judge Ira E. Robinson declining 
to affix his signature, the general plan 
for reallocating wave lengths and 
_ Power equally among the five zones 
'of the country in accordance with the 
Davis amendment has been made pub- 
lic, to go into effect Oct. 1. 

Although Commissioner Pickard 
signed the report, he did so reluctant- 
ly and issued a statement setting forth 
his reservations. He said he diu not 
feel that his zone had been properly 
taken care of. 

Details with regard to the specific 
assignments for the individual broad- 
casting stations will not be made pub- 
lic until the completion of a call list 
which the commission is now making 
up. This will show the frequency and 
power of every station under the new 
allocation. 


Wanted Gradual Changes. 

Although no statement was forth- 
coming from Judge Robinson, it was 
said that he favored the changes be- 
ing made gradually and was against 
such a sweeping and general reasign- 
ment of frequencies and power. Any 
Station dissatisfied with its new as- 
signment will be entitled to a public 
hearing by the commission. 

The plan provides for full time as- 
signments for 100 watt stations equal- 
ing in number the total] of all other 
classes of broadcasters put together. 

Of the 74 channels made available 
for high grade reception, 34 will be 
assigned for regional service, permit- 
ting 125 full time positions fpr this 
type of station, and 40 channels will 
be assigned to stations with minimum 
}power of 5,000 watts and a maximum 
to be determined by the commission 
and announced with the allocation. On 
these forty channels only one station 
will be permitted to operate at any 
time during night hours, thus instring 
clear reception of the station's program 
up to the extreme limit of its service 
range. These forty channels will be as- 
signed eight to each of the five zones, 
thus insuring wide geographical! distri- 
bution of the country’s higher power 
broadcasting facilities to all sections. 

Eliminate “ Cross Talk.” 

On the 34 channels shared by re- 
gional] stations, ranging in power from 
250 to 1,000 watts and assigned two, 
three or four per channel, spacings 
generally of 1,000 to 1,500 miles have 
been oxserved. 

Throughout the whole allocation, 
wide geographical spacings have been 
observed between stations on adjoin- 
ing channels in order to eliminate ob- 
jectionable crogs talk.” 


stations of 60 to 100 watt ratings, 
150 full time positions have been pro- 
vided, or 30 per zone; 126 regional 
positions have been provided for 250 
to 1,000 wate stations, and 40 positions 
for stations of 5,000 watts and above. 
Each full time assignment available 
for night use, in many instances, is 
shared by two or more stations or 
transmitters, depending upon the num- 
ber of licensed stations to be accomo- 
dated in the zone or locality. 
Recapitulating by zones, the equal 
division of the foregoing facilities 
among the five zones, will provide 
each zone with 8 full time assign- 
ments for stations of 5,000 watts and 
above; 24 positions for 500 watt and 
1,000 watt stations, and 30 positions 
for 50 watt and 100 watt stations.

Ask Equality 
in Colleges 


Take Stand in Favor of 
Co-education. 


anhood has taken a tnited stand 

in favor of co-education in the 

colleges. The nationalist gov- 
ernment’s educational conference re- 
gards the idea as a shocking departure 
from old custom. 

The amalgamated committee for 
women’s rights, however, launched 
boldly forth with a declaration stating 
that in education, as in all other 
things, there should be equality be- 
tween men and women. 

* 


Purpose Explained. 


The committee’s announcement says: 

“Since the May movement there 
has been a general demand for equal- 
ity between men and women, this 
being a subject which has been ap- 
proved by all the people. At a meet- 
ing of the national educational con- 
ference a resolution was passed oppos- 
ing co-education in colleges and mid- 
dle schools and recommending the 
stoppage of the co-educational move- 
ment in China in all institutions in 
which the system has been introduced. 

“ News of this was received by the 
people with considerable surprise and 
suspicion. Our women folk have been 
thrown into a state of alarm and 
anxiety. 

“The purpose of introduction of co- 
education in China is to afford better 
educational facilities to women and to 
place their standard of education on a 
higher basis. The system has been in 
vogue several years, and young men 
and young women have lived on terms 
of equality.

Appeal for Sympathy. 

“Although it has been difficult to 
ivoid certain evils, the results attained 
on the whole have been most satisfac- 
‘ory. The system therefore should not 
ye ended now. 

“In certain provinces boys and girls 
iave been taught in, separate schools.

-hould have a chaace of being edu- 
ated just as much as the boys. The 
irls are quite as gapable as the boys, 
and they can well look after them-

Ask Equality 
in Colleges 


Take Stand in Favor of 
Co-education. 


HANGHAI.—(#) — Chinese wom- 

anhood has taken a united stand 

in favor of co-education in the 

colleges. The nationalist gov- 
ernment’s educational conference re- 
gards the idea as a shocking departure 
from old custom. 

The amalgamated committee for 
women’s rights, however, laurf®hed 
boldly forth with a declaration stating 
that in education, as in all other 
things, there should be equality be- 
tween men and women. 

Purpose Explained. 

The committee's announcement says: 

“Since the May movement there 
has been a general demand for equal- 
ity between men and women, this 
being a subject which has been ap- 
proved by all the people. At a meet- 
ing of the national educational con- 
ference a resolution was passed oppos- 
ing co-education in colleges and mid- 
die schools and recommending the 
stoppage of the co,educational move- 
ment in China in ‘Rll institutions in 
which the system has betn introduced. 


“News of this was received by the 


people with considerable surprise and 
suspicion. Our women folk have been 
thrown into a state of alarm an 
anxiety. 

“The purpose of introduction of co- 
education in China is to afford better 
educational facilities to women and to 
place their standard of education on a 
higher basis. The system has been in 


vogue several years, and young men 


.nd young women have lived on terms 
_f equality. 


Appeal for Sympathy. 

“ Although it has been difficult to 
void certain evils, the results attained 
the whole have been ‘most satisfac- 
ory. The system therefore should not 
se ended now. 

‘In certain provinces boys and girls 
ave been taught in separate schools. 
this should not be the case. The girls 
should have a chance of being edt- 
ated just as much as the boys. The 
‘irls are quite as capale as the boys, 
ind they can well look after them- 
elves.” 

Telegrams have been sent through- 
sut the country appealing for sym- 
sathy in this movement of “ fighting 
‘er a common principle.”

The recent display of European pic- 
tures, termed salacious and injurious 
to public morals by Havana welfare 
societies, convinced the authorities 
that some method of control was es- 
sential.

Kissing Idea? 


Opinions Vary 


Anyhow, It’s Been Going 
On a Long Time. 


sweetheart to a movie and 


kiss her, it’s better to 
eliminate movies and 
thearts.” 

This was the opinion of a judge 
who recently acquitted a young man 
brought before him for disorderly 
conduct and specifically charged with 
petting in a moving picture theater. 

Thus the judge indicated his belief 
that kissing is not a practice which 
can be ruled tn and out of communi- 
ties, like daylight saving time. Such 
fads as meatless diets and bobbed 
hair may come and go, but since the 
time of the first recorded kisses in 
the book of Genesis the ancient cus- 
tom of kissing has continued from 
one generation to another. 

Some who agree with the judge 
have looked up the subject and found, 
first of all, that opinions differ widely 
as to the origin of kissing. 

Traced by Lombroso. 

‘The first kiss is probably nearly as 
old as the first man and woman. One 
school advances the theory that it is 
a relic of cannibalism and Holds that 
at its origin “the custom was nothing 
‘more or less than a modified bite.”’ 

The hypothesis probably accounts 
for the saying that one can love a 
person well enough to eat him. Prof. 
Lombroso traces the kiss back to an 
original act of fond maternal care. 
Primitive man had no cups and when 
he was thirsty he knelt by a brook 
and drank after the fashion of ani- 
mals. Such a method was impossible 
for an infant, hence it was the prac- 
tice for the mother to fill her mouth 
with water and, placing her lips to 
those of the child, inject the liquid 
into the baby’s mouth. According to 
this theory, kissing is an example of 
reversion to the primitive type. And 
out of these early maternal caresses 
developed the lover's kiss, 


Become Specialized. 

Still other authorities claim that 
kissing was a simple form of saluta- 
tion which had its primitive basis in 
the senses of smell and taste. 

Whatever its origin, kissing has be- 
come a widespread institution in civi- 
lized countries. With us, the kiss 
bas become specialized, so that it now 
symbolizes the most sacred pledge of 
love, 

Its magic has inspired countless 
poets. Yet the kisses of history have 
not all been lovers’ caresses. Its 
varied forms have at times expressed 
sympathy, gratitude, humility, rever 
ence and h ry. 

Origi y, in Oriental life, the kiss 
had a us significance. With the 
ancient Jews and Teutons it was a 
mark of veneration and affection and 
as common a salutation between men 
as the handshake is today. The early 
Arabians worshiped their gods with 
kisses: Household gods were thus 
greeted on entering and leaving the 
home. And with the Persians the kiss 
of honor was a national custom. 

The Kiss of Peace. 

Among the early Christians the kiss 
had an almost sacramental aignifi- 
cance. A ceremonial kiss of peace, 
exchanged between members of the 
congregation at the communion serv- 
ices, was customary until the fifth 
century, and the practice is stil] per- 
petuated in the Greek church when 
the faithful salute each other in the 
Easter kiss. In modern church ritual 
the relics of the saints, the embroid- 
ered cross on the slipper of the pope, 
and the hands of bishops, are still 
kissed by their followers. In law a 
sworn statement, supported by kiss- 
ing the Bible, is considered a sacred 
oath. 

Most civilized races have been 
familiar with the caress for centuries, 
but kissing is still unknown among 
millions of the earth’s inhabitants. 
Many of the semi-civilized races, in- 
cluding the Eskimos, the natives of 

and Terra del Fuego, the 

South Sea Islanders and most African 
tribes, do not include kissing, as we 
know it, in their love making. They 
may rub noses, or cheeks, smack each 
other on the arms or stomach, blow 
on each other's hands or rub their 
right ears together as a sign of 
friendly greeting, but kiss they do not.

Brisk competition for cattle boosted 
last week’s general average to $16.25, 
highest since October, 1919. Cattle a 
year ago averaged $12.05 and two 
years ago $10.30. Prime weighty beeves 
topped at $18.25. About 1,500 head 


‘sold at $17.50 and above, against only 


250 the preceding week. 
New high prices were set up on prac- 
tically every session, with traders at 
the close expecting further gains in 
the near future. There is considerable 
talk of $20.00 cattle this fall. Supplies 
from the range are small and price 
about $3.00 above a year ago. So far 
this season range receipts total 17,200, 
against 21,800 a year ago and 42,500 
two years ago. 

Hogs Break, Then Rally. . 

The hog market the middle of last 
week broke sharply after establishing 
new high marks for the year, but re- 
acted again when supplies were cur- 
tailed immediately after the break. Re- 
ceipts for the week totaled 76,300, small- 
est since 1920. The estimate average 
weight at 246 Ibs, compares with 245 
lbs, the previous week, with 256 Ibs, 
@ year ago and 269 Ibs, two years ago. 
Prices averaged $12.10 against $12.05 
the previols week and $10.00 a year ago. 

Offerings of hogs on the week-end 
session were too few ‘to establish quota- 
tions in all branches of the trade. Only 
2,000 arrived, including 1,500 directs to 
packers. About 4,000 were carried over 
from Friday. The meager supply avail- 
able cleared quickly at strong prices, 
top at $13.20 being within 5c of the 
year’s peak, with general average at 
$12.20. Only 2,000 pen holders were 
left. 

Sheep Recefpts Large. 

Despite the Monday holiday, which 
seemed to be a signal to unload lambs 
on the market, total receipts last week 
at 98,000 were the largest of the year. 
There were 198 cars of rangers included 
in receipts. Six range states marketed 
a total of 46,000 head, against 55,000 the 
previous week, natives making up the 
increase. Broad demand forced prices 
upwards to the highest point since the 
middie of July and $1.25@1.50 above two 
weeks ago, in face of reports of larger 
supplies due for next week. . 

Receipts for Monday are estimated at 
23,000 cattle, 32,000 hogs, and 26,000 
sheep, against a holiday a week ago, 
and 25,310 cattle, 27,593 hogs, and 13,622 
sheep the corresponding day a year ago. 
Next week’s receipts are estimated at 
52,000 cattle, 98,000 hogs, and 105,000 
sheep, against 59,557 cattle, 105,027 hogs, 
and 88,161 sheep a year ago.
